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Hie ODE reports contain detailed intelligence data on 
airfields in Bulgaria, Rumania and Albania as of 10 December. 
Preliminary evaluation of these data indicates that aircraft 
counts and airfield information are in general agreement with 
intelligence available from other sources. 

In report No. 4018, it is stated, however, that "Nine 
probable FACEPLATE or FITTER aircraft" were observed at Graf 
Ignat ievo airfield in central Bulgaria.
